"Facta Only" ' 

Kenneth Arnold, an American pilot, la the "godfather" of flying saucers. It \ 
he who noticed in 194? nine shlniAg discs flying in formation at the speed of abou1 
3,000 km an hour. 

The next encounter with saucers had a tragic outcome. In January 19^, an 
immense flying saucer appeared over the Jfox 13S Air Base. Pursuing It Captain 
Thomas Manthell perished. The last thing he reported from an altitude of 9,000 
metres was that he saw an object and was going to approach lt« 

This story found extensive response. Many considered it to be a stem vamlni 
of xmknown envoys from, other planets to leave them alone . There was a great deal 
of a talk about the mysterious death of the pilot. It was received as undoubted 
proof of the existence of mighty forces still unknown to us. 

But the results of a thorough Investigation by US authorities received much 
less publicity. The nysterious "saucer" proved to be nothing but a thin-walled 
plastic balloon made by US Naval Forces under the secret "Skyhavk Operation" pro-* 
Ject. 

Such balloons could rise to an altitude of 30,000 metres. Meanwhile, Thomas 
Manthell pursuing it, forgot that he had no oxygen apparatus on board hla craft. 

V?e know of stories about encounters and even hand-to-hand fights %dth pilots 
of craft landing from other planets. They were shot at, but without success.

An abandoned silvery disc was found in the deep rocK-coal seams in Norwegian 
coal mines on Spitsbergen* Zt was pierced and marHed by ntcrometeor impacts and 
bore all traces of having performed a long space voyage* Xt was sent for analycis 
to the Pentagon and disappeared there. 

Nothing but a saucer put out of cofls&ission a high«voltige power transmission 
line in 1965 and thus plunged several large American eitles lito darkness for six 
hours. 

But th« moat thrilling maaterplece of this sort was probably the '^Interview v* 
a Man from Venus'* published at the close of 196? by the Vest Gorman 'Stern magozlne. 
This naterialized blue-eyed ''superman'' » a veraion of Nietzsche 'a "bIon?Teest'\ 
proved to be a secret service agent of the Pentegm. He was 19O cm tell, spoke 
excellent English (it was En^lv sh indeed! ) end could breathe freely in our atmos- 
phere without any devices . Hii modest fibre suitcase contained an unusual silvery 
sujw, flexible like silk and so hard that a diamond drill broke off It. 

The man from Venus said that he edUId walk freely In such a suit over the sur- 
face of the hottest stars. Ignoring all powerful gravitational fields. 

Maybe these "facts” will do? 

How can They Be studied? 

It is easier to ask this question, than to answer it. These flying saucers — 
they are like Our Lady: they appear to those who believe in them. And they per- 

sistently fail to show thaaselves to air observation posts, meteorologists and 
astronomers, i.e. precisely to those who can give tis accurate Information and trust* 
worthy descriptions of a flying object. 

Exrperlaents that do not repeat themselves, or the chance appearance of a 
phcnociencn always either handicap the possibility of Investigation considerably or 
exclude it altogether. 

Nowhere in the world is there EVEN ONB trustworthy stereoscopic photograph 
making it possible to trace from two points simultaneously the outlines of a solid 
flying object clearly. All photographs that exist have been made with single-lens 
cameras and always leave a margin for do\d>t. 

A series of such photographs amazingly resembles a straw hat with a black silk 
ribbon, thrown into the air. Others undoubtedly prove to be Intemegatlves obtained 
frexa two combined s^de8, for instance, that of a landscape and that of a strangely 
designed craft drawn on white paper. Modern photographing techniques allow photo- 
graphs to be produced which no expert will ever prove to be counterfeit. They are ^ 
real. But they do not show strangers from space; they show quite ordinary earthly 
objects unexpectedly foreshortened — pots, pans, plastic toys, and the like. 

Are there photographs which evoke no doubts whatsoever? Ves, there are. They 
always show shining objects of a circular or oval shape with vague outlines. Most 
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Xlkfily th«ae photogra:^h 3 chow ball lightning. JCnAluentally, the nature of the let 
has not been fully elucidated yet either, &ue to the vagueneas of the place and tl 
of its formation. However , no one ever thought of ifcribing a coiuoio origin to it 

Even with & superficial analyaiai myaterloua flares on clouds proved to be 
reflections of electric veldlngi warning lights <.< sirplanes in the area of alrpor 
or distant summer lightning. And the Hoveniber 1967 ^'saucer'* over Sofia ^oved to ' 
a high*altitude NATO reoennaisaanee balloon. 

Among the cost serious works devoted to an Inveatigatlon of the problem, then 
are two which o\;ght to be mentioned. One of them la the hodt **Flylng Saucers” by 
Donald Menzel who explains almost all caaes of their appearance by dlsturbaneea In 
the Earth's or Sun' a atmosphere* Our planet travels in the upper layers of the Sur 
atmosphere where clots of high<*temperature plasma are moving IVeely. * 

The other is a book by Frank Edwards. It la a collection of statementB, notes 
and records of eye-vltness testimony classified into several sections. True, Edvar 
often q\salifie 8 his source as a witness who did not wish to have his name mentioned 
but who may be fully trusted, or that t^e trustworthiness of the witness is con«* 
firmed by numero’jis of his countrys: 4 , but he cannot mention his name so far for a 
number of reasons, That's not very convincing. Is It? 

For Whoa Is It Not a Myth? ^ 

They are these for whom science is a business. Taking advantage of the lively 
interest of people for everything that : ^.trange and unusual, numeroius lecturers 

in the West appear before audience . sports and stories. Invite eye-witne.*;se 8 

to such lectures, and demonstrate ytts and slides. Most of these lecturers 

are nothing but ordinary quacks. Tru«, there are people who are sincerely convlncec 
In the truth of what they are talking about. They strive to draw the interest of 
the public to certain phenomena but, ve are sorry to say, there is more ham than 
use in that. 

The Americans Lesly and Adamski are the most outright frauds among them. 

Using their ”good frleildly relations” with strangers from other planets, the enter* 
prising businessmen "visited” Mars, the Moon and Venus, learned from our cosmic 
neighbours to treat by simple and accessible methods such diseases as cancer, 
glaiicoma, hypertension and others which afflict the human race. Their lectures, 
aoi:l on-pictures, books and medical practice have brought them many hundred thousand 
dollars out of the pockets of trusting listeners and patients already. 

We isay trace a clearly defined regularity in the appearance of large numbers* 
of flying saucers. And, strange as it might se&s, this regularity is closely 
connected with earthly events. 

The first "cycle” of four years began in 19^7. The nuniber of saucers always 4 
grows sharply on the eve of presidential elections In the USA. This is difficult 
to explain. Maybe people on other planets lay bets as to who will win in the next 
elections the republicans or the democrats* Perhaps, these saucers appear in 

order to divert the voters' thoughts from the again non-^ fulfilled presidential 
programme and promises to mdk'? 1 and "prospering* society. 

There is another cycle. True, it is not determined by tir:e. Saucers flooded 
the earth's atmosphere In 1951 > in the months when the American tfoops were vagins 
a ruthless, annihilating war against the Korean People's Democratic Republic. 
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Th« next Invxalon of saucers was in 196^^1966, when 39 Aaericen advisern In 
Suuth Vietnam were quickji^ replaced by hftIf-a-al],Uon*strpng era/ equipped wltb the 
latest arms and Intending to rout the Natl oaal«Llberat ion Front within two weeks 
and when the President of the United Otates of Anerleai without declaring war and 
in violation the constitution of His own countr/i gave the order that the peaceful 
population of North Vletnaa be subjehted to brutal bombings*
